1. We are citizens of Australia, residing at 87 Avoca Road, Grose Wold, New South 
Wales, 2753, Australia and 121 Keda Circuit, North Richmond, New South Wales, 2756, 
Australia, respectively, and believe that we are the original, first and joint inventors of the 
subject matter which is claimed and for which a patent is sought on the invention entitled 
"HIGH SOLIDS MODULE"; the specification of which was filed on March 16, 2004, as 
Application Serial No. 10/802,691. 

2. We are inventors on U. S. Patent No. 6,555,005 entitled "SCOURING 
METHOD" which issued on April 29, 2003 and which listed Fufang Zha and Clinton V. 
Kopp as joint inventors. 

3. We hereby state that the portions of U. S, Patent No. 6,555,005 relevant to the 
present application originated with or were obtained from us, the Applicants, and not from 
Fufang Zha and Clinton V. Kopp.
